Kennedy added that the com- 
mittee had been unable to find 
Smith, who was convicted in the 
tax case, for questioning. 

Asked if union funds had been 
used to defend Smith, Hoffa said 
he believed the Southern Con- 
ference of Teamsters paid the 
legal fees. He said a union had 
the same right as any other in- 
stitution to spend money to de- 
fend its officers. 

Asked if it was proper to de- 
fend an officer who used union 
funds to corrupt a public official, 
Hoffa replied that Smith was not 
tried for that, but for tax eva- 
sion. 

He said Smith’s local approved 
use of its funds as a ‘“‘litical 
expenditure” and that Smith 
claims the money was spent for 
that purpose.

Lake Ponchartrain. He is ex- 
pected to drop the ax on political 
enemies. 

Judge Robert Jones of the 
state’s twenty-second Judicial 
District signed the order dis- 
solving court action brought by 
the 63-year-old Governor asking 
for release from the mental hos- 
pital. The ruling ended 27 days 
of confinement in two mental 
hospitals — at Mandeville and 
Galveston, Tex. 


The Governor’s advisers said 
he would remain in Covington— 
about 75 miles from the state 
capitol at Baton Rouge—‘“at 
least several days . . . maybe 
several weeks.”

The Rev. Mr. Hicks and 
Schlafly Say Busi- 
ness of Education, 
Not Labor Dispute, Is

The refusal of six members of 
the Board of Education to attend 
a meeting because of the pres- 
ence of a reporter from the then 
strikebound Post-Dispatch was 
criticized sharply today by two 
other members, the Rev. John J. 
Hicks and Daniel L. Schlafly. 

“I personally thought: the busi- 
ness at hand—acting on the 
school budget—was more im- 
portant than any other issue,” 
the Rev. Mr. Hicks said. 

“The business of walking out 
because of the presence of a re- 
porter was not befitting de- 
meanor for people entrusted with 
such an important responsibility 


as carrying on the business of 
the schools. 


“IT thought the members had 
stepped out to discuss committee 
business. I was surprised when 
Mr. Schlafly told me what it was 
all about.” 


Schlafly said: “There was no 
connection whatsoever between 
the labor dispute at the Post- 
Dispatch and our responsibility to 
act on the budget that night. 
School board members should 
recognize that their responsibility 
is to the schools.”’

Several Americans Are 
Victims—Death List 
May Rise to 71—Dis- 
aster Worst of Its 
Kind This Year. 


MILAN, Italy, June 26 (UPI) 
—A Trans World Airlines plane 
bound for Chicago with probably 
71 persons aboard crashed in a 
thunderstorm tonight, killing all 
aboard 

“There are no survivors,” a 
T.W.A. spokesman said in Rome. 

First reports indicated that the 
airliner was struck by lightning 
moments after taking off from 
Milan for Paris, and Chicago. 

T.W.A. spokesmen said the 
four-engine plane carried 59 
passengers, “probably” three 
T.W.A, officials and a crew of 
nine. 

The news agency Italia said 
that, according to fragmentary 
reports, the plane was “broken 
in two by lightening.” 

Three Not On List. 

A T.W.A. official said that in 
addition to the 59 passengers 
oficially listed on the plane when 
it left Athens there were “prob- 
ably” three T.W.A. employes

Tt was the worst civil aviation 
disaster of fhe year. It topped 
the death toll in the Feb. 2 New 
York crash of a Lockheed Elec- 
tra, flying from Chicago to New 
York im which 65 were killed. 

(T:W.A. in New York said the 
plane, flight 891, was a Lock- 
heed 1649A ‘“‘Jetstream,” a trade 
name which T.W.A. uses for its 
four-engine Superconstellations, 

(The New York office said 
flight 891 is a combined first 
class and tourist trip from 
Athens to Paris, and it is a 
combined first class and econ- 
omy flight from Paris to Chica- 
go. It was due in Chicago at 
6:40 a.m. tomororw.) 

First rescue workers on the 
scene confirmed that there were 
no survivors. They reported 
charred bodies scattered around 
the wreckage: 

12 Miles From Airport. 

The airliner came from Athens 
and Rome. It took off from 
Milan’s Malpensa airport at 5:20 
p.m. (11:20 am., St. Louis 
time). The crash apparently 
occurred five minutes later, 12. 
miles from the airport. 

(‘Most of the passengers were 
Italians and Americans, with 
possibily a few Britons, @ 
Frenchman and an Egyptian 
aboard,” the Associated Press 
quoted a T.W.A. official as say- 
ing. He said 40 of the pas- 
sengers had boarded the plane 
at Milan’s Malpensa airport.) 

A T.W.A. spokesman said 12 
passengers, including one Amet- 
ican, had boarded the plane in 
Rome. 

The plane’s fuselage crashed 
in Olgiate Olona, some 20 miles 
northwest of Milan, narrowly 
missing a house. Rescuers found 
the nose pointed toward the 
house. 

Mrs. Rina Bruno of Leghano, 
one of the first persons to re- 
port the crash, said she and her 
husband saw an “enormous 
flash” and then heard the noise 
of the crash. 

The plane’s body and tail 
crashed far apart, rescue squads 
said.

Testimony of Ecologist. 

Yesterday Dr. John N. Wolfe, 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s division of biology and 
medicine, told the Congressmen 
that plants and animals of North 
America would recover from the 
effects of a major nuclear war, 
but only after decades or. cen- 
turies of devastation. 

Dr. Wolfe, an ecologist, de- 
scribed a chain of events that 
would turn much of the continent 
into wasteland. 

Dr. Wolfe's field. is the branch 
of biology dealing with the rela- 
tion of plants and animals to their 
environment. He is chief of the 
AEC’s environmental sciences 
branch. 

Widespread radioactive fallout, 
he said, ‘‘might be considered 
in the long run to result in only 
the elimjnation of the unfit—that 
is, the organisms unfit for the 
environment brought about by 
this kind of environmental! modi- 
dications."’

Steps toward construction of 
storm sewers in a south St. Louis 
city and county area were began 
yesterday by the board of 

rtrustees of the Metropolitan Sew- 
er District. 

The area is near, but does not 
include, parts of Lemay where 
‘spring storms caused severe 
flooding early this year. 


In other action, the board ap-| @ 


proved an operating budget of 
$3,025,072 for the next fiscal 
year, and awarded a contract for 
$541,387 for construction of the 
last section of the Maline Creek 
‘sanitary sewer in North St. Louis 
County. 

The. South St. Louis sewer 
project, which will cost an esti- 
mated $750,000, was declared to 
be in the public interest. It 
would affect an area bounded 
YXoughly by Gravois avenue, 
Morganford road, the city bound- 
ary and Bayless avenue. 

William Q. Kehr, ‘executive di- 
rector of the district, said about 
2000 lots and 1100 homes are in- 
cluded in the area. 


Ineffective Sink Holes. 


Kehr said the area has been 
subjected to considerable flood- 
ing in the past because of sink 
holes which do not drain effec- 
tively. The project is the largest 
storm sewer construction con- 
templated in the district's his- 
tory, he reported. 

As a result of the board’s ac- 
tion yesterday, final engineering 
plans now will be prepared and 
easements sought. If no hitches 
develop, bids then will be asked. 
A public hearing was held last 
November. 

John H. Sears, chief of sub- 


district development, said the | 


Lemay sewers will be more ex- 
pensive. He said engineering 
plans for both areas are well 
along. 

One factor holding up a solu- 
tion to the Lemay problem is 


that no general agreement has 


been reached among the resi- 
dents regarding the best course 
of action, Sears said.

Filing of petitions for a refer- 
| endum on a 5 per cent tax on 


St. Louis . prevented the levy 
from becoming effective today. 

The petitions were filed yes- 
terday in the office of City Clerk 
Dan P. O’Brien by the East St. 
Louis Independent, Federation of 
Small Taxpayers. The group 
submitted a 250-page petition 
containing 5452 signatures, more 


than double the 2126 required 
to suspend the tax ordinance un- 
til approved by East St. . Louis 
voters at a special election. 
The East St. Louis City Coun- 
cil passed the ordinance last 
May 27, placing a 5 per cent 
tax on gross receipts of gas, 
water, electric, telephone and 
telegraph utilities. It was ex- 
pected to produce about $400,000 
annually in new city revenues. 


Under Illinois law, the util- 
ities could increase their East 
St. Lotiis customers’ bills 5 per 
cent to compensate for the tax 
without approval of the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. The cost 
of collecting the tax, estimated 
at less than 1 per cent, also 
can be added to the customers’ 
bills. 


Thomas F. Hennessy, an elec- 
trician and co-chairman of the 
taxpayers group, was one of the 
leaders who directed the cam- 
paign for signatures. He said the 
Organization was not necessarily 
opposed to the levy, but be- 
lieved East St. Louis residents 
should have an opportunity to 
vote on the tax.

Under his guidance as chair- 
man of the housing authority, 
new housing was made available 
for thousands of lower income 
families and most of the large 
public housing developments 
now existing in the city were 
started after he became an of-| 
ficial of the agency.

Raising the Ceiling 

I wish to commend n the 
editorial entitled, “Up With the 
Ceiling,” which appeared recently 
in the Post-Dispatch. You have ex- 
plained very clearly the difficulty 
of having low interest rates and 
high employment or, as you put it, 
fot your cake and having it 


Frequently, the request for higher 
interest rates is interpreted as a 
special plea by bankers and other 
lenders, but you properly point out 
that individuals are cashing in their 
savings bonds in order to take ad- 
vantage of the higher rates offered 
by other borrowers. This makes 
the problems of the Treasury more 
difficult. The only way in which peo- 
ple can be encouraged to continue 
to lend their money to the 
government is for the government 
to pay interest rates which &re 
equal to those offered by other 
borrowers. 

Your editorial also emphasized 
the danger of inflation which would 
result from borrowing money by 
selling short-term securities to the 
commercial banks. This would 
mean an expansion of credit which 
would expand the money supply al- 
most in the same way as running 
the printing presses. This is an im- 
portdnt point, and it is not as 
widely understood as it should be. 
Although there is no limitation on 
the interest rates which the Treas- 
ury can pay on these short-term 
securities, this absence has not re- 
sulted in high short-term rates. A 
little over a year ago the Treasury 
sold a 2% per cent note due in 
four years, 10 months; 91-day 
Treasury bills sold at an average 
yield of 0.635 per cent. 

Finally, it seems to me that you 
have summarized the whole argu- 
ment in the last sentence of your 
editorial when you say that the 
government “cannot change the 
facts of life by fiat, and it is a fact 
today that under the present inter- 
est ceiling people with money would 
rather put it into something else 
than government bonds.”

Senator Clark, a Pennsylvania Democrat, 
has warned his party it will meet with “splen- 
did disaster” in 1960-if it waters down re- 
maining programs as much as it has trimmed 
housing and airport aid. “I urge that we re- 
nounce this ‘veto-proofing’ policy,” Clark told 
the Senate. Americans for Democratic Action 
charges the Democratic Congressional leader- 
ship with “surrendering in advance of the 
battle.” The National Committee for an Ef- 
fective Congress this week said Congress “has 
not supplied the new national direction, the 
sense of verve, which optimists expected of 
the election.” The 27-member Democratic 
Advisory Council, the voice of liberal non- 
Congressional party elements, has in effect 
reproved Johnson by advocating a policy of 
boldness in dealing with the veto threat. 

There are practical limits to this liberal 
concept. The business of the government 
must continue and there is not time during 
a session of Congress for many measures to 
traverse the long course of passage, veto, at- 
tempt to override and eventual compromise 
or retreat. Johnson cannot normally com- 
mand the two-thirds majority necessary to 
override. The question is whether to invite 
a veto or to enact measures for which the 
Democrats can claim credit and which the 
President cannot reject.

Congressional action on the airport bill is 
a good example of what the liberals complain 
about. -Earlier in the year Senate and House 
passed different Federal-aid-to-airport bills 
which authorized spending in excess of the 
$200,000,000 program laid down by the ad- 
ministration. The Senate version particular- 
ly faced almost certain veto. Senator Mon- 
roney of Oklahoma, sponsor of the Senate 
bill and chairman of the conference commit- 
tee appointed to reconcile the two versions, 
reportedly refused to trim his measure be- 
cause he felt any lesser long-range program 
would be inadequate to meet the demands 
of jet-age flying. As a consequence, it was 
decided to extend the present limited pro- 
gram for two years beyond its expiration 
date next Tuesday. 

Monroney’s explanation to the Senate was 
that a simple extension would be acceptable 
to the President and that after two years 
Congress could “legislate much more wisely 
and with a better understanding on the part 
of the occupant of the White House.” 

We agree with the Washington Post that 
the Congressional leaders are less open to 
criticism for such “realistic adjustments” 
than for their “failure to pose any clear-cut 
alternative to Administration policy in such 
vital spheres as national defense and general 
fiscal policy.” At any rate, the spectaele is 
something for the voters to think about next 
year. At least the responsibility can be more 
surely fixed if President and Congressional 
majority are of the same party. 


Man in the Middle 


Caught between critical military chieftains 
and Peronist labor leaders, President Frondi- 
zi of Argentina is truly the man in the middle. 
To stave off military threats, he has named 
free-enterprising Alvaro Alsogaray Economics 
Minister with power over the Labor ministry 
as well. 

If the army and navy leaders are reason- 
able men, they will surely give the Frondizi 
government time to prove itself. While they 
accuge the President of links with the Peron- 
ists and Communists, his record certainly in- 
dicates the opposite. He crushed a general 
strike led by Peron followers. He expelled 
Soviet diplomats for their role in the strike. 

Above all, Frondizi has enforced an austeri- 
ty program to pay for the high living of the 
Peron decade. The peso was devalued, the 
cost of living has soared, home consumption 
has declined, and foreign capital has been 
invited into Argentina’s inefficient oil indus- 
try. Out of all this the Frondizi government 
has produced the nation’s first favorable trade 
balance in five years and won $329,000,000 in 
economic aid. 

It will take time to restore exports and pro- 
duction damaged by the Peron rule, just as 
it will take time to make political democracy 
secure. President Frondizi merits the full 
term for which he was freely elected. 


Dr. Adenauer’s Tragedy 


After two peace conferences and two apolo- 
getic letters from Dr. Adenauer, the German 
chancellor and his vice chancellor, Dr. Ludwig 
Erhard, again have buried the hatchet. This 
is the second time in 12 days that they have 
performed the ritual. So there may be a 
repeat performance —and not because all 
good things come in threes. 

It is as plain as Dr. Erhard’s big cigar that 
Dr. Adenauer has agreed to a peace of sorts 
for partisan.and not personal reasons. It may 
be only a truce until after the electoral as- 
sembly meets in Berlin next month to elect 
a new president of the Federal Republic. 
Certainly the election cannot remove the fun- 
damental differences between Erhard and 
Adenauer. The Chancellor believes devoutly 
in a united Europe—in the Coal and Steel 
Community, the Common Market, Euratom. 
He also is adamant in his opposition to Rus- 
sia. As a “practical” super-salesman for Ger- 
man industry, Erhard is at best luke-warm 
about economic concessions to other coun- 
tries. He is not happy when Germans buy 
French steel and when surpluses of German 
coal accumulate. He would like to move more 
goods to Russia. He is popular because he en- 
abled Germans to eat good meat and drink 
good beer after their post-war near-starvation 


diet. He is more interested in rein

A School 
Board that put the best interest of the chil- 
dren first would have made most if not all 
of the cuts in the patronage-ridden Building 
department, using as its guide the plain rec- 
ommendations of the Kearney report. 

Instead of concentrating on the Building 
department, however, the Board majority ac- 
tually gave it $175,000 more than Acting 
Building Commissioner Dessau had requested. 


It is true that the Building Department takes 


a $545,000 cut from its present budget; but 
the Instruction Department takes a cut of 
$633,000, and the Board in effect tells Mr. 
Dessau to retain more maintenance workers 
than he says he needs. Board member Oscar 
A. Ehrhardt evidently was largely responsible 
for putting this additional money into pa- 
tronage. 

Had the $175,000 been transferred to the 
Instruction department there would be no 
need next year of a $100 increase in tuition 
at Harris Teachers College. Or the summer 
playgrounds could have been saved. Or 
cuts in the health and hygiene program could 
have been avoided. It might even have been 
possible to continue mid-year entrance to the 
kindergartens. 

But Mr. Ehrhardt and his colleagues in- 
sisted on priority for politics. It is a record 
to be remembered. 


Republicans Against the President 


When it suits them to do so, the Republi- 
cans in Congress stand steadfastly by the 
Eisenhower Administration, as on the Strauss 
nomination. Yet they have not the slightest 
qualm about letting President Eisenhower 
down. A striking case in point is House pas- 
sage, 225 to 192, of the Smith bill to put the 
states back into competition with the FBI in 
the detection and prosecution of sedition 
cases. 

The White House stand, supported fully by 
Attorney General Rogers, is that the sedition 
field is best handled by federal agents and 
prosecutors. But on the House showdown, 
the Republicans, led by their chief, Halleck of 
Indiana, abandoned the President in droves. 
Here is how the rollcall breaks down:

Thus while the Democrats backed the Presi- 
dent by a ratio of 4 to 3, only one Republican 
in five supported the White House stand.

That should 
be its fate again this year. 


Pilots Belong in the Cockpit 


Elwood R. Quesada, administrator of the 
Federal Aviation Agency, makes it quite clear 
in a reply to the Air Line Pilots Association 
that he expects FAA safety orders to be ob- 
served. The best thing that Clarence N. 
Sayen, president of the A.L.P.A., could do 
would be to abandon his attack on the FAA 
warning that airliner pilots must stay on duty 
in the cockpit instead of passing time in the 
passenger compartment. 

Mr. Sayen charged that the FAA warning 
letter “has had the effect of a new regula- 
tion.” Not a comma of the regulation, which 
became effective in 1954, was changed. He 
argued that in seeing that this regulation is 
observed, the FAA inspectors have been pur- 
suing a “childish gestapo program.” In fact 
they have been pursuing a program intend- 
ed to add to the safety of air line passengers. 
The two examples of a pilot’s absence from 
the cockpit which Mr. Quesada cited to Mr. 
Sayen are illustrative of the need for a full 
crew in the cockpit at all times. 

One was the 30,000-foot dive of a trans- 
Atlantic airliner, carrying 119 passengers, 
that was stopped just seconds away from the 
water. The automatic pilot failed when the 
pilot was in the passengers’ cabin “for rea- 
sons not necessary to his normal duties.” 

The second instance concerned a DC-7 with 
35 passengers which nearly collided with an 
Air Force tanker plane refueling two fighter 
planes. The Air Force planes had the right 
of way according to civil air regulations. The 
tanker pilot sighted the airliner at a distance 
of one mile. There was no evidence that the 
airliner pilot ever saw the other planes. He 
was in the passenger cabin. 

The two instances prove that the inherent 
hazards of air travel are certainly less when 
pilot and co-pilot are both in their seats and 
alert for any emergency that may arise. It is 
very doubtful that any of the flying public 
is going to write to the FAA that they would 
prefer to have the pilot chatting in the cabin.

However, next morning Muny set 
doggedly to work and cleared away 
the muck and debris. New properties 
were hurriedly bought. New costumes 
were scouted up. Sets were impro- 
vised and a makeshift stage was com- 
pleted in time for the evening per- 


formance. Over 1300 people showed 
up.

LUTHERANS REPORT 
ON MINED MARRAGES 


Convention Is Told 60 Pct. 
of Churchgoers Marry 
Outside Their Faith. 


By JOHN T. STEWART

SAN FRANCISCO, June 26 — 
Almost 60 per cent of Ameri- 
cans who are church members 
marry persons of a different 
religion, delegates to the con- 
vention of the Lutheran Church- 
Missouri Synod were told here 
yesterday. 

In a resolution on interfaith 
marriages, the convention said a 
Lutheran marrying outside his 
church “should be brought to 
the conviction that his Christian 
liberty and a clear conscience 
are to be safeguarded.” 


“No documents should be 
signed or promises made which 
in any way endanger Christian 
liberty or conscience. 

“Where marriage has taken 
place, it should be saved, not 
destroyed. The words of Jesus 
still apply: ‘What therefore God 
hath joined together, let no man 
put asunder.” 

The synod’s board of parish 
education said interfaith mar- 
riages present many problems 
because parties to such mar- 
riages may become indifferent to 
their Christian responsibilities, 
and often “fall away from their 
respective church altogether.’’ 


“No marriage should be the 
cause of severing one’s relation 
with Jesus Christ as personal 
Savior and with. the church of 
which He alone is the head,” the 
board’s report said. 

Other Resolutions. 


In other resolutions on inter- 
faith marriages, set forth that 
the Lutheran, as well as his or 
her spouse, “of whatever relig- 
ious persuasion, cannot be de- 
nied the right and duty of wit- 
nessing to the truth and teach- 
a his children the word of 


“Where husband and wife feel 
they must go separate ways re- 
garding their religion, they 
should be encouraged to exer- 
cise the patience of Christ in 
their struggle for the truth; to 
read the word of God together; 
to confess together the three arti- 
cles of the Apostolic and Nicene 
creeds, and to unite in praying 
the Lord’s prayer.” 

The Missouri Synod yesterday 
re-affirmed its stand against ra- 
cial segregation and discrimina- 
tion. Delegates to the conven- 
tion were urged to. put into prac- 
tice resolutions on race relations, 
adopted by the synod three years 
ago, which acknowledged the 
church’s responsibility “‘to work 
for the elimination of discrimi- 
nation wherever it may exist.” 


New Junior College. 


After lengthy discussions, the 
convention voted to erect a new 
junior college in the Detroit 
area. The 700 voting delegates 
decided that the cost of the new 
school is to be not more than 
$6,000,000 plus cost of the site. 
Target date for opening the new 
college is September 1963. 


The synod now operates nine 
institutions in the United States 
for the training of young men 
vand women for preaching and 
teaching. 

The delegates accepted an in- 
vitation to hold the 1965 con- 
vention in Detroit. The next 
triennial meeting of the 2,500,- 
000-member church will be held 
at Cleveland in 1962.

Robert Sard of Washington 
U. to Report on Cosmic 
Ray Research, 


Robert D. Sard, professor of 
physics at Washington Univer- 
sity, will attend the International 
Conference on Cosmic Rays in 
Moscow July 6 to 11. The meet- 
ing is sponsored by the Interna- 
tional Union of Pure and Applied 
Physics. 


At the conference Sard will 
report on research a¢complished 
at the university in the last two 
years in association with C. 
Scott Johnson, a research as- 
sistant, and John M. Fowler, as- 
sistant professor of physics. 


The subject of Sard’s report 
will be “Longitudinal Polariza- 
tion of Cosmic Ray Muons at 
Sea Level.”” Munons are the 
lightest the so-called 
“etrange”’ particles of subatomic 
| size that have recently been dis- 
covered by scientists. 


While such particles are invis- 
ible, their properties can be 
studied by use of devices called 
‘cloud chambers, scintillation 
counters and thick photographic 
plates.

HONOLULU, June 26 »—Can- 
didates in Hawaii's first state 
election July 28 are all Ameri- 
cans but the names are Japa- 
nese, Chinese, Portugese, Fill- 
pino and Irish.

Hawaii's list of office seekers 
is as racially mixed as the peo- 
ple of the island chain.

Among Democrats, the lone 
House seat nomination is being 
contested by Mrs. Patsy Take- 
moto Mink and Daniel K. Inouye.

The news was pretty sprightly. Senator Joseph W. Bailey 
of Texas would not seek re-election, a blow to Harmon-for- 
President forces, a boon to another candidate named Woodrow 
Wilson. 

In Germany a Zeppelin flew 350 miles with only a few 
stops. A steamship made it to Europe in 11 days but T. W. 
Burgess, who apparently couldn’t wait, swam the English 
Channel in 23 hours. ‘‘The Convict’s Daughter” was playing 
the Havlin Theater, and the Cards were playing Pittsburgh 
at the National League Park.

| There were fascinating ads. Cures for eczema, rupture, 
cholera morbus.

Lung Collapse 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

WILL YOU DISCUSS the causes of collapse of a lung in a 
healthy individual (29 years old) who has never had a lung 
ailment of any kind? Is this apt to recur? Is surgery usually 
necessary ?—Mrs. H.M.”’ 

This is a fairly common occurence, and it sounds worse 
than it really is. It is not to be toyed with, though, and the 
patient is likely to be quite uncomfortable, at least temporarily. 
However, recovery is the usual rule. 


There may be little blebs, or bubbles in the lungs, 
causing no trouble unless one of them breaks. Then 
air escapes into the space between the lung and the 
ribs (the pleural space) and is trapped there. This is 
called pneumothorax, or air in the chest. When this 
happens, the trapped air uses up the space which 
otherwise would let the lung expand. 


It used to be thought that tuberculosis lay behind this 
trouble; this, we known now, is not true. Indeed, the victim 
usually is healthy. A sudden strain from lifting, or a hard 
sneeze, cough or snort causes the bubble to break. 

The size of the break will govern the amount of air leaking 
into the pleural space, and the degree of interference with the 
lung will vary accordingly. There may or may not be a 
momentary pain in the chest when it happens. There may be 
a feeling of faintness, but more especially the sudden collapse 
of the lung causes shortness of breath. 


Will it happen again? That’s hard to say. It is 
quite possible, since if one bleb or bubble is present, 
there may be others. 


Is surgery “usually” necessary? Very frequently it is NOT 
mecessary. If the person is put to bed, reducing the amount 
of exertion, the break seals itself. The air that has leaked 
into the pleural space is absorbed in a matter of several days, 
and the lung returns to normal action. 


If the break does not seal itself promptly, then of course 
air will continue to be pumped into the pleural space. In such 
an instance, it may be necessary to insert a tube to drain 
off the air in that space. 


Incidentally, I might call attention to the fact that arti- 
ficial pneumothorax—injecting air to collapse a lung delib- 
erately—for a long time was found useful in treating some 
cases of TB, since it allows the lung to rest. This form of 
treatment has been largely replaced by medicinal and surgical 
procedures, however. 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

IS THERE such a thing as a diet or exercises which will 
improve or correct eyesight? If there are exercises how does 
One go about getting them?—R.S.T.”’ 

To the first question: No. To the second, yes, for certain 
conditions, but this applies mainly to children, and the only 
way, the ONLY way to know what exercises is to consult an 
ophthalmologist (eye specialist).

The New Films 


Savage, Realistic War. 


“PORK CHOP HILL,” at the ORPHEUM THEATER, 
comes about as close as you can get in a movie in presenting 
the carnage, grimness and exhaustion of battle without be- 
coming revolting. 

Director Lew Milestone and _ scripter 

James R. Webb, working from Brig. Gen. 
S. L. A. Marshall’s factual story of a bat- 
tle in Korea in the last days of the pro- 
longed Panmunjom peace conference, have 
gone in for grim realism and honesty (even 
most of the names are real). It isn’t a pret- 
ty picture, but it’s a powerful one. 
There are no heroics here. Gregory Peck as Lt. Clemons, 
commanding the main company in the assault works on sheer 
angry, disgusted determination. There are no flashbacks to 
peaceful scenes with wives or girl friends or necking on the 
beach (the nearest is a brief glimpse of a letter to his wife 
on Clemens’ desk as he starts on the attack). 

Every one is retuctant about the attack, with peace so 
close. Pork Chop Hill is only a pawn on the conference table. 
Everything possible is fouled up. Their own searchlights acci- 
dentally come on and expose the attacking troops to a wither- 
ing Chinese fire. The company protecting the flank doesn’t 
come up on schedule. The losses are terrible. Some of the 
troops have to be forcibly kept from running in the face of 
a Chinese counterattack. A sullen, fear-stricken Negro soldier 
tries to run, and later has to be talked out of murdering Lt. 
Clemons ‘when the latter finds him hiding in a dugout. When 
the hill finally is taken, a third company sent to help in a 
non-existent “easy mop-up,” was withdrawn. Only 25 ex- 
hausted survivors remain from tne two attacking companies. 
They are cut off from supplies of food, ammunition, water and 
medicine to defend the hill against a counterattack of thou- 
sands of Chinese. 

Mr. Peck is understandably bitter. 

The characterizations are all natural and well-done. They 
don’t fall into the usual pigeon-holes of war pictures, nor are 
there the cliches. Among the actors are Harry Guardino, Rip 
Torn, George Peppard, James Edwards and George Shibata. 
The closest to a speech, and the key to the picture, is when 
Torn, as a fellow lieutenant,. asks Peck what value the hill 
possibly has, why should they fight for it. Peck replies its 
value lies in’the lives of the men who have fought to take 
and hold it, and by, that standard it is worth more than all 
the gold in Fort Knox. 


War, Romantic Version. 

“THE HORSE SOLDIERS,” at the ESQUIRE is also about 
war, the Civil War, but how different from ‘‘Pork Chop Hill.” 
Harold Sinclair’s novel, based on Grierson’s famous Union 
cavalry raid which knifed 600 miles through the heart of the 
Confederacy and destroyed the railroad 
junctions supporting the defense of Vicks- 
burg, was essentially a deglamorization of 
war in general and’of the cavalry in par- 
ticular—it made war a tough, dirty, unsen- 
timental business. 

In the picture version, director John Ford 
and producer-scripters John Lee Mahin and 
Martin Rackin have put all the glamour back in—and how. 
There is a haughty Southern beauty who turns out to be a 
spy and has to be taken along on the raid to prevent her 
spilling the plans. There are waving flags and guidons, singing 
columns of cavalry, a heroic Southern charge, led by a One- 
armed colonel, into the Union breastworks at Newton Junction. 

Colonel Marlowe (John Wayne) leads a cavalry charge 
straight into the mouth of Confederate cannon (something the 
book emphasized was NOT what cavalry was for). He and 
William Holdén, playing a truculent and disobedient surgeon 
with the rank of major, fist-fight until stopped by the can- 
non’s roar. A column of 13- and 14-year-old boy cadets at a 
military school bravely attacks the Yankee column, which 
flees ignominiously rather than hurt them, except for admin- 
istering one spanking—a typical sentimental-humorous Ford 
touch. 7 

So much time is spent on the haughty Southern belle and 
on the feud between the colonel and his surgeon, that much 
of the less spectacular but sounder military aspects of the 
raid are overlooked. That none of these things, except the 
feud with the surgeon (and that occupied only five pages) 
was in the book, and they are largely romantically out- 
rageous, fazes Mr. Ford and the producers not at all. 

Mr. Ford has a fine pictorial eye, and all is not lost 
amid the romantic cliches. He can make a stirring silhouette 
of a long line of horsemen crossing a bridge, and bring 
excitement to a charge. His incidental character humor is 
always good. He does try to put some whiff of realism into 
the swords and roses atmosphere he has re-created by showing 
some crude operations for bullet wounds and infections and 
throwing some blood about. 

I am not one to use money as a yardstick, but the 
$5,500,000 reportedly spent on this doesn’t show up in any 
large spectacular shots on the screen. There were supposed 
to be 1200 cavalrymen in the Union force and we see only 
about a hundred. The impressive denouement of the book, 
when the utterly exhausted, unkempt Union force shambles 
wearily into the Union lines as the smart garrison soldiers 
stand aghast, wasn’t even made, because it cost too much. 
And this leaves a very weak and inconclusive ending of the 
film. 


Sticky Stuff. 

HAS BING CROSBY come up with another “Going My 
Way,” in “SAY ONE FOR ME,” in which he also plays a 
priest? No, he has not. 

In the picture, at the ST. LOUIS, he is a pastor of a church 
in the Broadway theatrical district who 
speaks the language of his parishoners and 
shares their interest in show biz. (He 
speaks of his 2 a.m. mass as his ‘“‘late, late 
show.”’) Bing, looking a little gaunt and 
much more solemn than the jaunty younger 
priest of “Going My Way,’’ manages to 
straighten out several lives between song 
numbers by Sammy Cahn and James Van Heusen. 

He rescues Debbie Reynolds, a parishioner who is forced 
by the illness of her dad to become a song and dance girl in 
a night club, from the clutches of a wolfish night club owner- 
entertainer (Robert Wagner). He persuades Robert to repent 
his heelish ways and marry the girl. He brings a show girl 
who has an illegitimate baby into the fold, giving her hope. 
He reforms Ray Walston, as an alcoholic pianist-composer. 

All of these are certainly good works, if you can get them, 
but the accent on hearts and flowers in Robert O’Brien’s 
script gives it a rather sticky flavor. Its sentimenta.ity is 
obvious. It doesn’t have the humor and humaneness, the mas- 
ter hokum, that ““Going My Way” did. The night club num- 
bers are snappy, but the punch song, delivered by Bing him- 
self over a national TV show he has put on, is as banal as 
they come.

In the United State@, a national cam- 


On this summer evening, one of St. Louis’s leading Protestant 
clergymen stood on the Fourth street steps of the old courthouse 
and delivered a stirring gospel sermon. He drew little attention 
and made no converts. His unpromising congregation was about 
100 men, most of them chronically unemployed, many of them 
derelicts from Market street flophouses. There were unemployed 
in St. Louis, and the Industrial Workers of the World (‘‘wobblies’’) 


were indoctrinating anybody 
who would listen. They moved 
among the preacher’s congre- 
gation and inspired a few ir- 
reverent voices against him, He 
wound up his sermon in a hurry, 
and his place at the open-air pul- 
pit was taken by a woman who 
introduced herself as “a | life- 
long friend and companion of all 
hoboes.”” Eggs and tomatoes 
were thrown, and seven police- 
men moved in and broke up the 
meeting. 

The chief of police banned any 
more meetings at the court- 
house, but the church federation 
protested his order and it was 
lifted. Street preaching continued 
for about 10 years. The Rev. 
Clair E. Ames, executive secre- 
tary of the federation, announced 
that 150 Protestant pastors 
would do street preaching during 
the summer of 1916, and they 
hoped to reach 250,000 persons. 
Services were held on the court- 
house steps every night in the 
week. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Layton Mauze 
Sr., minister of Central Presby- 
terian Church, preached to 50 
men, and took with him a cor- 
netist who played “The Lost 
Chord.”’ 

The federation brought Billy 
Sunday to St. Louis in 1928 for 
six weeks of sensational evan- 
gelism at the old Coliseum. Many 
years later, the federation re- 
fused to sponsor Billy Graham’s 
campaign here, and it was not 
as successful as Billy Sunday’s. 

The old St. Louis Republic, 
Aug. 5, 1917, went all out in 
glorifying a federation street 
meeting; but the writer’s rhap- 
sody does not conceal the in- 
effectual nature of the religious 
proceedings. 

“The real night life of our 
downtown centers around the 
Court House steps,” the news 
account begins. ‘‘Last night the 
downtowners stopped for a few 
minutes in their rounds of 
movies, photo galleries, and win- 
dow shopping to stand with 
bowed heads before the Court 
House steps where the Rev. Jo- 
seph Gauss held prayer services. 


“There against the black wall 
of the Court House the moon 
shone between the tall columns 
on the faces of men. They were 
men with blue shirts and black 
felt hats, with bearded faces, 
most of them, and dejectedly 
tired. 

“Rev. Gauss, who has 
preached in one of the most 
fashionable South Side pulpits 
(Caroudelet Presbyterian 
Church) talked to those men 
with inspiration and he talked 
to them as brothers. They for- 
got it was hot and there was no 
cool place to go. They forgot 
they were dog tired, and lis- 
tened. 

“Then the little organ played 
‘Just as I Am,’ and against the 
clanging of#streetcars and to 
rival music of a movie house 
across the street, the congrega- 
tion rose, many of them picking 
up their tin cups (for begging) 
as they rose, and sang half-for- 
gotten words.” 

In the summer of 1921, 90 
ministers preached at outdoor 
meetings, a total of 140 such 
meetings were held, and the 
total attendance was 20,725. 

But only a handful of converts 
from all those meetings ever 
joined any churches. People who 
stopped to listen to street preach- 
ing were not the middle class 
who supported Protestant 
churches in the 1920s. 

The federation gave over 
street preaching to the Salva- 
tion Army, and developed other 
means for reaching the public, 
which was not notably religious 
and churchgoing in the 20s. 


Today the federation reaches 
many times 20,000 persons a 
year with its Lenten services, 
its Easter sunrise service in 
Forest Park, Reformation 
Sunday mass meeting in Kiel 
Auditorium, a long list of radio 
and television programs, and 
its other year-round activities. 


In 1916 a St. Louis news- 
paper declared in an editorial 
that good relations between em- 


ployers and organized labor 
could never be established 
‘without the help of the 


churches.”” The church federa- 
tion accepted the challenge; an 
extensive program was arranged 
to send preachers to lunch hour 
meetings of workers in factories. 
This undertaking, like the street 
meetings, flourished for awhile, 
then died for lack of attendance. 
The shop meetings represented 
Portland place but aot popular 
sentiment. 

One of the four men who 
founded the church federation 
was George Warren Brown, shoe 
manufacturer, Methodist lay- 
man and philanthropist. Mr. 
Brown, who died in 1921, pro- 
vided a permanent home for the 
federation in the Downtown 
Y.M.C.A. at 1528 Locust st.; 
headquarters are on the fourth 
floor. While the Federal Coun- 
cil was meeting here, a shop

meeting was held in one of Mr. 
Brown’s shoe plants at Jefferson 
avenue and Mullanphy street. 
Bishop William Bell of the Unit- 
ed Brethren Church, a delegate 
to the council meeting, preached 
at a noonday service and 100 
employes heard him. 


In April 1921, the federation 
held 78 lunch hour meetings in 
17 different factories, with a 
total attendance of 4252. 

Shop meetings were no more 
successful than street preaching. 
They never appealed to the 
workingmen, who resented the 
intrusion of the ‘‘boss’s religion” 
on their free time and free 
choice. 

The Rev. Dr. Arthur Arm- 
strong, a Congregational min- 
ister, became secretary of the 
federation in 1919, and served 
for 18 years. It was during his 
long term that his organization 
came of age, brushed off the 
heavy hand of paternalism, and 
achieved permanent character 
and status. . 

In January 1922 the federa- 
tion honored its first president, 
Bishop Daniel S. Tuttle, on his 
eighty-fifth birthday; he died a 
year later. It was the Episcopal 
Church bishop who, in 1909, put 
the resolution calling for or- 
ganization of a church federa- 
tion. The other founders were, 
besides Mr. Brown, the Rev. 
Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls of Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church, and 
the Rev. Dr. William C. Bitting, 
pastor of Second Baptist Church. 
These four men agreed to estab- 
lish a local council of churches 
while they were returning by 
train from a Federal Council 
meeting in New York. 


The federation still bears the 
imprint of the character of one 
of its strongest leaders, the 
Rev. Dr. Clark Walker Cum- 
,mings, who served as secre- 
tary from 1937, to his death in 
1950. Throughout his term he 
insisted that the organization 
speak out forcibly and cour- 
ageously on problems of pub- 
lic welfare and questions of 
social justice. 


In 1939 the Rev. Dr. Cum- 
mings led a group of church and 
civic organizations in a fight for 
jJarger reliet appropriations by

the state for the unemployed. 

It was during his term that 
the program of “released time”’ 
for the religious instruction of 
public school pupils reached a 
peak enrollment of 24,000. But 
in 1948, the St. Louis Circuit 
Court ruled that the program 
was in violation of the First 
Amendment to the Constitution, 
and it was dropped. 

The Rev. Dr. O. Walter Wag- 
ner has been executive director 
of the federation since 1950. Un- 
der his leadership the organiza- 
tion has steadily expanded its 
program and budget. He has 
also personalized the program 
services, multiplied the contacts 
with persons, and, outstandingly, 
brought in the professional touch 
by enlisting the services of spe- 
cialists from many fields. 

An example of the new pro- 
fessional touch in the program 
is pastoral counseling, which has 
been carried on for three years. 
Hundreds of troubled men and 
women have been helped by a 
team of clergymen, psychia- 
trists, social workers and other 
specialists. The interdenomina- 
tional program is sponsored by 
the Départment of Religion and 
Health, of which the chairman 
is the Rev. Dr. Jesse E. Thomas, 
pastor of University Methodist 
Church. 

The program includes in-serv- 
ice training of pastors and phy- 
sicians, supervision of the coun- 
seling clinic, seminars for pas- 
tors and physicians at Wash- 
ington University School of Med- 
icine, a fellowship of medical 
and theological students, and an 
annual clergy-physician confer- 
ence. 

“We are exactly what our 
name implies,” says the Rev. 
Dr. Wagner, ‘“‘a federation of 
churches bound together to do 
those things that none of us 
could do alone.’’ Thus after 50 
years of feinting and stabbing 
at the perennial problem of de- 
nominational rivalry, the federa- 
tion is setting up a $100,000 pro- 
gram that is expected to have 
practical results. A specialist in 
promoting interchurch teamwork 
will head the new department of 
research and planning. 

The first $50,000 of the new 
fund was a gift from Joseph 
Sunnen, industrialist, philan- 
thropist and churchman. The de- 
nominations have pledged the 
rest. The federation staff be- 
lieves that rival denominations, 
with their own funds invested, 
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will abide by the recommenda- 
tions of the department for the 
location of new churches, and 
hereafter avoid the scandal of 
two or three churches struggling 
On one corner; where only one 
might thrive. 

The St. Louis federation gen- 
erally is recognized in Protes- 
tant circles as the most repre- 
sentative and most effective 
local council of churches in 
the United States. (This was

Orthodox; also 300 local 
churches and more than 600 
pastors. 

The organization now has 11 
full-time staff members, and the 
annual budget is $85,000. In ad- 
dition, $10,000 will be spent dur- 
ing the next 12 months on the 
new department. There are five 
other departments: Administra- 
tion, Christian education, spir- 
itual ministries, Christian com- 
munity action, and religion and 
health. 

The federation must carry on 
its intercommunion program 
without the support of the two 
largest Protestant groups—Mis- 
souri Synod Lutherans and South- 
ern Baptists. A few Baptist 
churches hold dual membership 


in the Southern Baptist and the

last week I was -

I READ AN ARTICLE the 
other day about some wonders of 
the future. Among them was a 
kitchen stove which would take 
frozen food, cook it, and even 
serve it. It follows. In fact, 
coming events cast their shadows 
before. 

Take, for instance, pancakes. 
For several years now we've 
had prefabricated pancake flour 
to which you add only a little 
water or milk. Now they've 
gone us one better. They have 
a pancake which is already 
mixed with liquid and ready to 
go. It’s put up in a container 
equipped with jet propulsion or 
something. All you have to do 
is aim the can at the griddle 
and out comes the required 
amount of batter. 


The next step, quite obviously, 
will be pancakes that have been 
‘cooked too. All you've have to 
do is warm them up, or thaw 
them out, and put them on the 
table. None of that tiresome old 
business of mixing up a big 
batch of pancakes and cooking 
them while’ the family sits 
around and drools in happy an- 
ticipation. 

Just to amuse myself, I’m 
taking this opportunity of pre- 
serving the recipes for several 
kinds of pancakes. You can 
show them to your grandchil- 
dren. They'll find them as 
quaint as we find some of the 
recipes in Godey’s magazine. 
The, might even be moved, out 
of curiosity, to make some. If 
they do, it is my prediction that 
homemade pancakes will spread 
like wildfire.

First on the list is just plain, 
everyday pancakes. Not fancy, 
but when properly prepared and 
set forth with butter and plenty 
of syrup, right good eating: 

Sift together two cups of all- 
purpose flour, two teaspoons of 
baking powder, a teaspoon of 


soda, a teaspoon of salt and two 
tablespoons of sugar. 

Now drop an egg into two 
cups of buttermilk and beat it 
well. Add two tablespoons of 
lemon juice and beat again. 
Then add the dry ingredients and 
beat just enough to mix well. 
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Good Old Way 


Now add four tablespoons of 
melted butter or bacon grease 
and mix that in. Drop the pan- 


, cakes on a hot griddle, turn them 


only once and serve them up hot. 

To fry pancakes properly, the 
griddle has to be at the right 
heat. Too cool and they will 
stick. Too hot and they won't 
have that golden brown patina 
that comes when the heat is 
right. Test the griddle with a 
couple of drops of cold water. If 
it sizzles and dries, it’s too cool. 
The water should bounce off the 
griddle with a little pop. When 
the pancakes begin to be cov- 
ered with air bubbles, they're 
ready to turn. Never turn them 
but once, 


IF YOU WANT to try some- 
thing a little fancier, there’s 
French pancakes. Like this: Put 
two cups of flour in a bowl with 
a pinch of salt. Make a well in 
the center and break four eggs in 
it. Mix the eggs and flour to- 
gether, stirring from tSe center. 
Now add two cups of milk slow- 
ly, stirring all the time. Add a 
teaspoon of orange juice and 
then strain the mixture. 


Each of these pancakes should 
be cooked separately in a small 
frying pan about five inches in 
diameter. Be sure the batter is 
thin, and keep the pancakes thin. 
Do it by buttering the pan and 
pouring in just enough mixture 
to spread over the bottom. Cook 
it on both sides. 

Take it out, spread it with jelly 
or jam, and roll it up. Put the 
pancakes on a hot platter, and 
just before serving sprinkle them 
with powdered sugar. This 


recipe makes 36 to 40 of the best 
pancakes a ever ate.

Mars, and these take place with 
the change of seasons. 


Around the polar caps are 
white patches which increase in 
size for a few months, then fade 
away with the coming of spring 
and summer, It is believed that 
the white is produced by snow 
or frost.
